vhich the May poles were usually decorated. Philip Stubbs and the 


Rev. T. Hall, another Reformist, speak harshly of these festivals. In the 
churchwarden's account for the parish of St. Helen's, in Abingdon, Berks, 
dated 1566, the ninth of Elizabeth, is the following item :—Payde for setting 
up Robin Hood's bower, 1s. 6d. ;” that is, a bower for the reception of the ficti- 
tious Robin Hood and his company, belonging to the May day pageant. It 
seems to have been the constant custom at such times to elect a Lord and 
Lady of the May, who presided over the sports. On the 30th of May, 1537, in 
the fourth year of Queen Mary, was a goodly May game in Fenchurch-street, 
with drums, and guns, and pikes, and with the nine worthies who rode, and 
each of them made his spgech; there was alsoa morrice-dance, and an elephant 
and castle, andthe Lord and Lady of the May appearing to make up the 
show. They were decorated with scarfs and ribbons. Hence, in the comedy 
bearing the trashy title of ‘‘The Knight of the Burning Pestle,” written by 
Beaumont and Fletcher, in 1611, a citizen, addressing himself to the other 
actors, says—‘ Let Ralph come out on May day, in the morning, and speak 
upon a conduit, with all his scarfs about him, and his feathers, and his rings, 
and his knacks, as Lord of the May.” His request is complied with, and 
Ralph appears on the stage in the assumed character, where he makes a 
speech, beginning in this manner— . 
“With gilded staff and crossed scarf, the May Lord here I stand.” 

The citizen is supposed to be a spectator, and Ralph is his apprentice, but 
permitted by him to play in the piece. At the commencement of the 16th cen- 
tury, or perhaps still earlier, the ancient stories of Robin Hoodand his frolicsome 
companions seem to have been new modelled and divided into separate 
ballads, which much increased their popularity; for this reason it was 
customary to personify this famous outlaw, with several of his most noted 
associates, and add them to the pageantry of the May games. He presided 
as Lord of the May; and a female, or rather, perhaps, a man habited like a 
female, called the Maid Marion, his faithful mistress, was the Lady of the 
May. His companions were distinguished by the title of Robin Hood's men, 
and were also equipped in appropriate dresses; their coats, hoods, and hose 
were generally green. Henry VIIL, in the first year of his reign, one morn- 
ing, by way of pastime, canie suddenly into the chamber where the Queen and 
her ladies were sitting. ‘‘He was attended by twelve noblemen, all apparelled 
in short coats of Kentish kendal, with hoods and hosen of the same; each of 
them had his bow, with arrows and a sword, anda buckler, “like outlawes, 
or Robyn Hoode’s men,” The Queen was somewhat affrighted by this appear-

THE GREAT THREE-YEAR-OLD EVENTS. 


THE TWO THOUSAND, THE ONE THOUSAND, AND THE DERBY. 


To mince matters with racing men is an absurdity, Betting folk are too 
shrewd, and too much up to every move, aud down upon every game, to be 
deceived. Even to live—/onestiy of they can—they are compelled to keep their 
Wits about them. Yet the question which we are about to propoudd has 
suggested itself to them frequently, and has either heen evaded, or has hy 
theui been considered in the same manner thut Mr. Montague Tigne con- 
sidered the celebrated conundrum of “Why is a man in prison like a 
man out of it?’’—there is no answer to it. Why, then, does Old Calabar 
encounter such determined hostility for both the Two thousand and the Derby? 
His racing merits are indisputable, and his present soundness unquestionable 
by ull except those who have a sinister motive to gratify in retarding his ad- 
vauce in the betting. ‘ihis is no mere assertion without proof; if ean be 
tested by the inexoruble logic of facts. Old Calabar has never yet been beaten. 
He ran four times last year, and twice this, and won each of his engigements 
easily—nay, he did more than either a Rifleman, a West Austra mn, and 
many other turf celebrities accomplished before him. He won the Criterion 
Stakes with a penalty in a style which convinced all unprejudiced 
judges of his extraordinary ability. Still, in the face of these facts, an 
hostility, stronger than that-which was arrayed against Hobbie Noble, 
is directed aguinst him. Without miucing matters, then, as we observed 
above, let us at once bluntly inquire, “ 1s Old Calabar a dead ‘un for either of 
his engagements?” If this query can be answered in the affirmative we must 
guggest another, “ Who are answerable for the fact?" The horse has true 
aod upproved merit; he is acknowledged to be, by all competent judges, finely 
shaped, and possessed of a return of speed, and although his legs haye been 
deemed unsatisfactory, yet they have firmly served him during his severe Spring 

robation. His owner is uot aman to maintain race horses fora purpose to which 

ey are too frequently put, “an instrument of gaming.” He is nota large better, 
dnd in a generous emulation for an eminence amongst his compeers, of the 
sporting world, he would sacritice many considerations to win one of the 
great turf events of the year. The probable jockey who is, perhaps, not quite 
80 artistic and determined as many members of the fast ragged school,” 
has too great qualitications, a discriminating judge of pace, and @ thorough 
honesty of purpose. The trainer, by a long experience, ought to be able to 
complete the horse’s preparation, without hurrying it. and to send Old Calabar 
a piciure of condition to the post. He at any rate has, in our opinion, good 
material to work on; kis character, too, is beyond suspicion, and what he may 
lack in skill will be fully compensated for by-integrity. To intrude ourselves 
upon the reader in our ‘questionable character,” we must again ask the cause 
of Old Calabar's see-saw movenients in the betting? Plain facts and plain 
declarations tell home. Old Calabar has proved himself to be one of the, if 
not tie, very best horse of the year, and the power of money, and not the 
want of merit, will prevent his coming as triumphantly through the Two 
Thousand as he did through his other engagements. This may be deemed 
strong language, but it is conscientiously meee. : 
As we have intruded ourselves upon the reader in 9 questionable mood we 
will not depart from our plan of notes and queries. Why, then, has the Mar- 
quis been reintroduced so suddenly into favour? Has he, like the lady in the 
‘School for Scandal,” recovered his form in & most extraordinary manner ? 
Were the reports of his ill-tempered display on Malton Wold mete weak in- 
ventions'of the enemy? Was the “ Man with a long whip,” who was employed 
to make him stand on his gallops as great 2 myth as the Man in the 
Moon? or was John Scott playing o shrewd and’ justifiable ‘game of 
his own to deceive the beer-besotted, ignorant touts who haont his fraining- 
grounds? That the “Marquis” hag all the component parts of @ good horse 
we are well aware, but those facts may be weakened by one intirmity - the 
inequality of temper. If it be true that he has displayed @ savage and incon- 
trollable nature, he is quite untrustworthy for so important a race~as The 
Two Thousand, especially as he will meet animals of a formidable calibre. But, 
then, on the other hand, his partizans aver that the sinister rumours in circu- 
lation respecting him are all * bosh,” and that Old Calabar, who has never met 
“such a race-horse, will be compelled to lie down in his company. Be these 
marmniaes as they may, The Marquis shall not wean our prejudice from Old 
alabar, ae

CAPTAIN HORTON RHYS’ GRIEVANCE. 

TnaT stewards of races should be gentlemen@pving a thorough knowledge 
of the sport over which they consent to preside cannot be too closely looked 
after, or we very much fear that that thoroughly English instituiion—the turf— 
will fall into bad repute. Surely it is but right that all persons placed in posi- 
tions in which they have to award judgments according to merits of cases 
should be qualified to give such judgments. It seems to us preposterous that, 
for the sake of paying an individual with a high-sounding name a compliment, 
justice should be denied that portion of the public who are unfortunate enough 
to come within his clutches. One of the worst instances of unfairness 
arising outof ignorance of parties placed in positions of responsibility is the 
case of Captain Horton Rhys and the stewards of the Cheltenham Steeple- 
chases, 

The case is briefly this. Captain Rhys was invited by Mr. S. Jacobs, the 
tecretary of the Cheltenham Steeplechase Meeting, to enter his horse, ‘lhe Flat, 
for the United Hunt Steeplechase. At the time the invite was given Mr. 
Jacobs inquired if The Flat has won fifty sovs. The answer was “never, 
exclusive of his own stuke.” This was perfectly satisfactory to the secretary; 
the horse was entered, ran, and won, but was objected to prior to starting by 
the owners of two other horses in the race. The result of this objection was a 


,meeting of the stewards, prematurely and without the observance of the 


66th rule of the Jockey Club, and a shameful decision to the effect that the 
horse was disqualified to enter for the race was arrived at. ‘The objection 
against The Flat was that he had won a public steeplechase at Reading, value 
lifty sovs. Upon this alone, and without reflecting on the 64th rule of the 
Jockey Club, which distinctly sets forth that the owner's stake is to be deducted 
from the sum total, the stewards disqualitied the horse. Of course the owner's 
stake in the case on which the objection to The Flat was based reduced the 
sum actually received, and consequently the horse was qualified. But beyond 
this it appears that the Reading Steeplechase was not a public afiair, being 
confined to certain horses, the property of certain individuals. Butin the face 
of this the fiat of the Cheltenham stewards goes forth, and Captain Rhys is, to 
put it in his own very mild words, ‘‘ill used.” The 66th rule of the Jockey 
Club which we have mentioned, and on which Captain Rhys chiefly bases his 
complaint, sets forth that provided an owner fail to produce a proper qualifl- 
cation, if required so to do, prior to starting his horse, the stewards are to fix 
a period, at the expiration of which time, if the qualification be not proved to 
their satisfaction, he shall not be entitled to the prize. 

‘The meeting of the stewards in the present case was the day after the 
steeplechases, and the owner of the horse objected to was not warned as to 
what was pending. 

If owners of horses are to be treated in this outrageous manner there can be 
little doubt numbers will exclaim with Captain Hhys, ‘‘I have done with 
racing now and for ever.” We trust, however, that the gallant captain will 
never meet with such treatment again, and that elsewhere he will be treated 
in a manner which will put him in better conceit with the turf and those who 
are chosen to dispense its rules. The case has been submitted to Admiral 
Rous at Newmarket, who has issued the following opinion:—‘tIf The Flat 
never won a clear £50, after deducting his own stake, no stewards can dis- 
qualify him from winning the United Hunt Stakes, in utter violation of Rule 
64. In all doubtful cases the decision of the stewards is final, but country 
stewards cannot overrule the laws of racing.” In conclusion we most strenu- 
ously urge race committees to select their stewards from a class of men 
capable of fulfilling satisfactorily the duties required in that important posi- 


tion, rather than from a class who have nothing but a title and a high-sound- |- 


ing name to recommend them.

Round 12—Mickey's left on the right eye, and they closed at the ropes, 
when after swinging for 2 moment, Hatton was under. 23min. had elapsed. 

Round 13—Offers of 2 to 1 freely on Mickey, but no response from the 
West-end division, headed by a well-known sporting captain. Very short — 
both trying the clutch at the tihish, and while escaping it both fell. 

Round 14—Mickey up gay and smiling. He delivered with both mawleys 
in @ very déeterniined manner on the phisog, until Hatton fell backwards, 

Round 15—Jesse completely winded, but he steadied himself well, as if he 
knew the importance of this particular performance. He kept perseveringly 
to his own corner, and threw away an opportunity, which Mickey failed to 
embrace by not going in, and Hatton pinked his man on the ivories with the 
left, and made him staid back. At length Mickey made up his mind to 
go in, and Hatton was bored down, after some sharp in-fighting. 

Round 16—In favour of Mickey, who got well home twice in succession. 
Eventually both fell. 

Round 17—Aftet they met at the mark, Mickey immediately dashed out his 
left. and Jesse fell backwards. 

Round 18—Short, iu which no mischief was done, and both down together. 

Round 19—Mickey invested with his right on the canister, and Jesse revwurned 
with one on the body. Jesse was down in the close. y 

Round 20—Mickey rushed in with the left on the proboscis, but he got a 
Roland for his Oliver, and was met witha heavy right-handed one on the jaw, 
and Gannon was floored ; another fair knock down blow. 

Round 2l—Ding-dong exchanges, until Gannon fell back from a heavy 
infliction on the forehead from Jesse's right bunch of fives. . 

Round 22—No sooner up than somé rapid exchanges took place, the round 
being finished by Mickey going in valiantly fora good one with his right, 
which dropped on the pit of the stomach and doubled Jesse up instanter, so 
that every one present fully believed he was out of time. The greatest excite- 
ment prevailed, the Roman Catholics being: in such hilarious ecstacies as if 
they were at wake or wedding, while the seconders of the Veteran were doing 
all they possibly could to restore their protege to fighting-trim again, albeit 
under many an undisguised exclamation of Jesse's ‘*coniing it,” “it's all 
over,” &e. 

Round 23—Jesse wild, and fell directly Gannon delivered his left on the 
nose, and Hatton was smothered in blood. 

Round 24—Short, and Hatton quite exhausted, and he was fought down, 
with not the remotest chance of turning the contest in his favour. 

Round 25—Entirely of the same character, Mickey forcing the fighting, and 
it was manifest Jesse was only stalling off, as he best could, the eventful issue. 

Round 26—Jesse still slow to time, and Mickey rallied him ty his own 
corner, when both were down—the Eust-ender uppermost. 

Round 27—Mickey delivered right and left, and Jesse suffered severely in the 
face, his right daylight being opened, and bleeding freely. 

Round 28—Jesse thrown heavily almost innnediately after he had advanced 
to the serateh, which he was asked repeatedly to do. 

liound 29—Mickey up fresh and strong ; got, well home twice in succession, 
but he received a heavy snorter as he fel] back, which produced, the ruby. 

Round 30—Hatton blowing; he delivered his right, and both men fell side- 
ways. 

Round 31—Jesse getting a bit better. Rapid exchanges, when Hatton 
slipped on his knees, and escaped a well-intended upper-cut. 

Round 32 Wild scrambling round, in which both fell. Jesse was cut over 
both peepers, from which the ruby came flowingly. 

Round 33—Mickey advanced mischievously, aud delivered his left on the 
mug; Hatton fell backwards in his own corner. 

Round 34—Gannon up first at the call of time, Allin his favour. Jesse 
fought gamely, but he rendered himself open to attack repeatedly, and fell in 
the close. 

Round 35—Any odds on Mickey, who bored his man to his own corner. Jesse 
struck Gannon on the shoulder on the retreat. 

ound 36—Gannon all alive and alert; and, although Jesse got on once or 
twice, yet he wus cleirly the receiver-general in the shape of punishment. 
58min. had elapsed, . ns 

Round 37—Jesse fought cautiously. Ie would not go to the mark. In- 
fighting for a brief period, when the Paddington representative went to the 
sward again, in 2h. and Inin: 

Round 38—A smart round, the old one betraying renewed vigour and dash- 
ing in right and left—met occasionally by the other's’ right, and both fell. 

Round 39—Mickey went to tight Jesse in his own corner, until Hatton fell 
like a log from the repeated visitations of his opponent, and was carried to his 
corner complaining of his left shoulder. At this period Ih. 3min. had 
elapsed, when the’sponge was thrown up by Hatton's seconds in token of their 
man’s defeat, and he was found to have sustained fracture of his collar bone. 
Gannon had not a mark upon him, while, in addition to the accident referred 
to on the part of Hatton, both eyes were cut and discoloured, and his mouth 
and nose pulfed and bleeding. 

REMARKS. 


Those who had made up their minds to, witness anything extraordinarily good 
in the milling department must have been woefullydisappointed, as there were 
no characteristics of superior boxing science in either, and only a fight of 
mediocrity resulted. The rough-and-tumble work which Hatton had under- 
gone in many previous, and oftener losing than winning encounters, evidently 
had told a severe tale upon his system, and must have by this time convinced 
him that his gameness and courage will stand him in no stead against any 
fine, strong young fellow in the tine, full burst of manhood, even although 
those essentially natural advantages were not upon this occasion accompanied, 
on the part of the son of Erin’s isle, as we were led to expect, with any finished 
style of action, or scientific performance. However, Mickey found Hatton 
many times awkward to get at, and that made him, perhaps, diffident fre- 
quently of going in when his veteran opponent was totally unguarded, and 
when be might have administered twice as much punishment as he did. But 
he is in the heyday of youthful vigour, and if he has plenty to learn—it would 
he positively ridiculous to disguise the fact—he has, as certainly, plenty of 
time to attain all the accomplishments of the art, and he knows right well that 
he can practise in the most popular school of the day. Hatton did all that 
nature would allow him, and in the up-hill work throughout—for he never 
once had a shadow of a chance of winming—be stuck hard and fast to business, 
and tried gamely to realise the found bopes of himself and backers. For this 
he is entitled to every credit. We hope his handkerchiefs will be paid for as 
if he had won, and that he may have a good benelit. The Captain was fully 
satistied at his conduct, and returned immediately to town with him to obtain 
medical advice for the dislocated shoulder, 

Jesse waited upon the stakeholder on Thursday, almost entirely recovered in 
facial appearance, and handed in the following certiticate.—‘ 1 hereby certify 
that Jesse Hatton, of the Champion Stores, Homer-street, is suffering from 
the effects of a severely fractured collar-bone and dislocation of the shoulder, 
and will be unable to leave the house for some time,—Cuas. 8, Losinson, 
surgeon, 23, Harewood-square, N.W., April 29." 


MILL BETWEEN TOM BRANNAN AND (FRED FISHER 


FOR £10 A SIDE. 


Tom Brannan first saw the light at Birmingham on the 22nd March, 1837, 
and is, consequently, twenty-five years of age, he is of Irish parentage, and 
stands 5ft. 5.in. Prior to the present match, he defeated Boxer Bradley, near 
Birmingham, in 60 minutes and 27 rounds, for £5 a side; he next met and 
well thrashed Harry Willock, for £5 a side, in S0 minutes and G0 rounds. For 
the present mill he has been trained and backed by Mr. John Tootell, of the 
Queen Tavern, Howard’s-place, New Inkleys; and that host has spared neither 
time, trouble, nor expense to get Master Tommy up to the mark, Brannan 
sported for his flag the old Brummagem favourite, the blue and white bird’s-. 
eye. Fred Fisher was first gazed upon at Birmingham, is twenty-one years of 
age, and stands oft. 5in. Hoe tirst fought aiid beat Milis, tor £5 a side, at Selly- 
oak, 4 rounds, 55 minutes, April 8, 1861 His next encounter was with Harry 
Willock, for £5 aside, whom be compelled to cry, “Hold, enough!” in 21 
rounds and 62 minutes, June 10, 1861, near Birmingham. Ho then had a tir 
with Tom Allen, for £10 aside, to whom ho bad to succnmb, after a well- 
contested battle of 44 rounds’, occupying 63 minules. For this present match 
he has’been backed and trained by Mr. Povey, cf the Beehive, Breirly-street.. 
According to the articles neither man’ was to exceed Sst 9Ib. Neither had. 
above a couple of ounces to spare: - Fisher's colours were of a red groutd’ and: 
'a white stripe. The backers of Fisher were very sanguine on their niah. and 
‘offered to bet any amount on their pet’ at evans; the admirets of Brantian, 
hung back fora little odds, whichdid not'come off. We may also, acd) ahd 
.to the credit of the men’ and their backers be it said, that each and’every one: 
exerted himself to agree upon a referee before the arrival of the timeand 
place of fighting, which was happily done; and it was then agreed the men 
should meet at The Clock, at Bickna}l, seven miles from Birmingham, and be 
‘in the ring by 8 a.m. . 

Round 1—Brannan was the first to drop his cap into the ring. He was at- 
tended by two well-known followers of the ring. and was warmly cheered by his 
friends. Fisher soon followed suit, esquired by two friends whose names we 
need not give. Atnine the men were at the scratch, and left to begin the 
fight. On throwing themselves into battle array the attitude of both was very

fair, but that of Fisher was, of the two, most artistic, who, as soon as he put 
up his digits, began his little games, and tried to get on the face of Tom but. 
Master Tummy was ready, and sent in both hands on the right cheek and left 
ear; away, and after a little sparring Brannan tried his one, two again 
but was woefully out of distance, and Fisher sent home his right on to ‘Tom's 
ribs, which brought them to a close, sharp half arm in-tighting, and Brannan 
brought the first round toa close by throwing his man a back full. 

Round 2—Fisher anxious to begin, followed Brannan into his own corner 
and tried to land his left, but Brannan, as quick as lightning, sent in hotk 
hands full in the face of Fisher; to a close, struggle for the fall, both down 
Fisher under. From the commencement of the fight up to this time Fisher 
was the favourite at 5 to 4, at which aconsiderable amount was laid. 

Round 3-On coming up to the scratch Fisher's face. was flushed, the 
odds having turned 5 to 4 on Brannan; Fisher again followed Tom to his 
corner and planted his left on Tom's mouth, drawing first blood; Tom returned 
with one on the nose and mouth, the blood coniing from both; the men to a 
close, and Fisher thrown. 

Round 4—Fisher again forced the fighting, and, after a little fiddling, sent 
home his left on the right eye of Brannan, inflicting a cut and raising a bump. 
Fisher got back, followed by Brannan across the ring, who tried to swing in 
his right, but was out of range ;_ to a close and both down, side by side. 

Round 5—Fisher up tirst; offers to bet 7 to 4 on Fisher, who rattled in, 
landed his left slightly on Tom’s damaged eye, and with the right made a good! 
upper-cut on Tom's ribs, who got down. 

._ Round 6- Fisher led the way again. 


Tom got back to his corner, when 
Fisher feinted him. 


Brannan, in a very wild manner, swung out his right, 
Atit again; Fisher sent home 
his right on the ribs, and Brannan got down. : 

Round 7—lisher led the way, tried to pop in the left, but was stopped; he’ 
tried again this time with the right, which landed on the ribs, and Brannan 
returned slightly on the mouth of I'red, and got down, ‘ 

Round 8—Fisher as usual followed Tom into his own corner, popped in the 
left on Tom's forehead, who got both hands on to Fisber’s mouth, who made 
his right an upper cut on Brannan’s ribs. Tom swung round his right and: 
missed, and fell. 

Round 9—Fisher came up bleeding from a slightcut onthe mouth. Tom's right 
eye was going up, and his ribs were somewhat bruised. Any odds on I‘isher, 
who dashed at his man with both hands, his left on the forehead,} 
and brought his right up on to-Brannan's ribs, To a close, when Tomi 
made his right on Fisher's jaw, and both fell. Here a cry of police; 
was raised, and sure enough it was too true, for two of these gentry; 
made their appearance; but siill the fight proceeded until 40 rounds hadi 
been fought. From the 10th round Brannan complained of his right arm, 
which was broken; still he persevered, and occasioualiy got on with his lefts} 
sull Fisher kept forcing the tight, and Brannan was down in every round. ‘The 
police, every now and then, made a determined effort to get into the ring, 
During the tight several appeals were made on each side, both men striking 
very wildly; but these were overruled by the referee, who ordered the men wo 
fight on, which they did manfally, but not very scientifically, until 40 rounds 
were got through, in 56min., when another geutionnan in blue made his 
appearance with several special constables, who at once forced their way into 
the ring, andghe combatants at once left the scene of action. ‘The police were 
deiermined to take some one, so they followed the conveyance wherein 
Brannan was, and take him they would; and, not only him, but two of the 
bystanders. ‘ihe reteree, against all rule and without any proof, at once gave 
in against Brannan, asserting that he caused his own apprehension, 

REMARKS, 

The fighting of Fisher was not good. That he is a game, strong, resolute 
man cannot be denied, but we must say, in point of cleverness, he hasa deal to 
learn. He is far from being a punisher with his left bund, and is too fond of 
using his right, which would leave him open and exposed were be opposed to 
a good left-handed tighter; therefore, we would advise him, shunld he think 
of trying his chances in the ring again, to depend more on the left 
than on the right hand As regards bLrannan he did not come up, withina 
long way, to the expectations of his friends. 1n his former battles be used 
both hands quick and straight, and with good effect, and was quick on his 
pins; in the present contest he was slow on his legs, and vot only that, but be 
struck witb no precision, hitting round and very wide with the right. With 
respect to his gameness his backers are perfectly satistied, aud, like Fisher, 
until he depends more on the left than the right haud, he must not expect to” 
gain a very high position in the ring.

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“HOW TO TRAIN. 


(Continued from No. 2.) 


BY JOHN LEVETT, EX-CHAMPION OF ENGLAND. 


WILttAM Price, of Mile End, London, celebrated for 
having trained James Pudney, from a novice, to champion 
long-distance runner of England, equally celebrated for 
being the M.C. at Hackney Wick race-grounds, London, 
is a first-class trainer, and at the present time has a stud 
of pedestrians under his fostering care he has reason to be 
proud of. It includes Teddy Mills, six mile champion; 
Sam Barker, of Billingsgate, a very good man from one 
mile to ten or fifteen; Dick Lewis, of Clerkenwell (this 
man has 4 dead of his portrait being taken — Price knows 
what Iinean), There are several others in the stud, and 
to seé the old pedestrian counsellor, as he is called, sit at 
the table with his boys around him, you might fancy tha 
happiest man alive is Bill Price, of Mile End. Bill was 
called a pedestrian, but I think he was always a little better 
with his head than his legs; he has run many races, and 
it used to be considered a moderate good thing to back 
him to run a quarter of a mile, on a fine day, anda good 
road, in @ Minute, and I have seen him accomplish this 
arduous task. He is a quiet, civil, well-behaved man, and 
has done much towards the advancement of pedestrian- 
ism in London generally. People who know, do say of 
Price, “that he never speaks’ but he says something,” 
and [am inclined to coincide in their Opinion. He is so 
fond of Hackney Wick race-grounds that he has actmally 
slept many nights close to it. 

Jesse Smith, now mine host of the Peacock, Maiden- 
lane, Strand, London, was a good second-class pedestrian, 
any distance to a mile. He ran many races with more than 
an average amount of success; he is civil and well be- 
haved, and any one calling in at the Proud Peacock, and 
having a quiet half hour’s conversation with Jesse, will 
not repent this mode of passing the time. 

George Grantham, of Eton, alias Ducky, ran many 
races from one to ten miles; a very fast man; said to 
have been able to run two miles in the same time White 
did it, viz., Imin. 20sec. He beat me two miles, after a 
disputed race in which [ was thrown down by a dog which 
was dropped from the top of a carriage running at the 
side of us, the race taking place on a turnpike road. My 
knees and legs were terribly lacerated, and were scarcely 
well in our next race, eight weeks after. I, however, 
defeated him, ten miles, some little time after. Grantham 
‘von a good deal of money, and was once proprietor of 
Surley Hall, well known to young and old Etonians. 

A civil little fellow, Robert Chadwick, aliis the Rad- 
cliffe Swallow, once champion mile runner. <A very fast 
man from 400 yds to four miles. He defeated Westhall 
for the mile*belt, but Charley had previously defeated him. 
Bobby’s backers in Sheffield say he ran a half mile on 
Lindrick Common in Imin. 53sec.. He is a queer little 
fellow, with a fine appetite for ducks and green peas.

DEEEFOO!L AND HIS WAR-WHOOP. 

Durina the short sojourn of this fiery-footed redskin in Worcester, he was 
one day taking his ease, and, with a party of admirers, indulging a little in

accompany it. Preliminaries adjusted, the Indian, with gaping jaws, uttered 
® yell so shrill, ear-splitting, and protracted, that it literary cleft ail heads, 
and the gentleman who had invited this taste of his quality, clapping his 
hand incontinently to his auricles, and looking as pale as the blood of a turnip, 
rushed out of the house hke one frantic, but was pursued and brought back 
to await the issue. The war dance, a series of strange contortions and flexible 
bounds, something in the style of the late Mr. Fiexmore, or W. H. Payne, 
accompanied with grimaces, which could be compared to nothing but the 
gargoyles of the middle ages, was next exhibited. As his blood grew warm

Ow Saturday se’nnight the theatre in Oxford-street was crowded from floor 
to ceiling by a highly critical audience, assembled to witness the first night of 
Mr. Feehter’s play ef “The Gelden Daggers.” Making every allowance for 
the drawbacks attendant on a first night, and duly weighing ull the incidents 
of the evening, we may safely say the play was a success; but beyond this we 
can say little or nothing. It was received with anything but a demonstration, 
and had it been presented withoutthe powerful aid of sde ory) such‘as mounted 
it on Saturday, it must have been something very like a failure. The plot we 
are nuable to describe, for the reason that it was eitherimperfectly developed, or 
that our organs of preception were more dull than usual. The main drift of 
the story we believe to be this:—A young European count becomes chief of a 
tribe of Indians located in California, and called the Golden Daggers. An 
Englishman of respectability is captured by the tribe, or band, and is treated 
kindly, but repays this kindness by attempting the abduction of a young 
English female celled Helen, the beloved of the Chief. He attempis to 
assassinate the Chief, and escapes, thiuking he has accomplished the deed, 
After this he goes to England, and is invited to an evening party at the house 
of a real duke, wholives on Hampstead-heath, and with whom resides another 
Helen, no relation’to the English-Californian Helen, but precisely like her in 
every particular, The naughty Englishman is going to marry the duke’s 
[ielen, who is very fond of bim; but he loses his bride by telling a tale about 
the Golden Daggers, which is not quite true. During the relation of this 
tale the chief of the tribe, who has been engaged by the duke to play the piano, 
starts up, and makes the bad young Englishman feel uncomfortable, They 
then meet on Hampstead-heath, and the Chief is going to kill his fos with ihe 
assistance of an Indian called Towah, who walks about London in his war 
paint, with a tomahawk and a knife, and murders everyliody he thinks proper 
without being interfered with by the authorities. At last the Chief brings the 
young Englishiian to a remote spot on the bank éf the TPhaines at sunset 
and is about to stab him, when the Englishman jumps imtd the’ water 


and is drowned, and the Chief is going to be married to the duke's |, 


Helen, and the piece ends by the duke and duchess, the Chief and Helen, gazing 
on Towah with intense admiration, as he puts on a pair of slippers. . Our 
readers may think this tale obscurc—so did we; particularly accompanied by 
a umber of absurd incidents, which we have spared the reader. My. fevhter 
has no idea of nature in construeting a play, if he excels in natural acting. 
His attempt at authorship is a blank, and he had better have leftit alone. Any- 
thing more absurd than the Indian walking over Loudon, and niurdering right
